FOREWORD 


CLEVELAND ART ROUNDS ITS QUARTER CENTURY 

It is with pride that The Cleveland Museum of Art presents the 
Twenty-fifth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists 
and Craftsmen. During this long period of years, the Museum, 
the artist, and the public have worked in close harmony, with a 
resultant growth in the artistic stature of the city, which has 
been truly phenomenal. The total number of objects sold during 
this time, 5,737 for a total of $211,928.42, is a record in itself 
and is an earnest of what loyal and understanding support can 
do for the creative spirit of a community. 

The war has struck hard at the cultural life of Cleveland, as 
it has struck at cultural life throughout the world. Many artists 
are in the armed forces, others are devoting their energies to 
war industries; all are profoundly affected by the dislocations 
in normal living. What is encouraging, however, is that even a 
disaster of world-wide character cannot quench entirely, must 
not quench even if it circumscribes, the creative efforts of the 
individual. It is for the freeing of the creative spirit that the 
Allied World is fighting today. 

A unique feature of the current show is the presence of many 
entries from artists now in the Armed Services: Paul Andree,

The inevitable problems of selection and 
award are offset by the satisfaction of participating in a May 
Show—this year the twenty-fifth in that series which has called

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 
The Retrospective May Show, held in January and February of 
this year, an exhibition of Museum purchases from May Shows 
throughout a period of twenty-four years, fixed beyond question 
the fact that Cleveland has achieved a convincing local art. The 
present exhibition, which marks the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
an enterprise unique in its scope, bears out this statement. 

It is a cause of great satisfaction that Henry G. Keller, dean 
of Cleveland painters, who won in the first May Show in 1919 a 
Special Award for Sustained Excellence, is exhibiting also in the 
present show, the unfailing quality of his work having won for 
him during the past decade the distinction of entering NoT IN 
COMPETITION. 

From the class, OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANE- 
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ous, the Jury selected “Feed, Grain, Coal, Oil,” by Carl 
Gaertner for first prize. Gaertner’s work surpasses, if that be 
possible, what he has formerly achieved in combining a richness 
of surface texture, a feeling for the qualities of oil paint, and a 
knowledge of design. All of these excellencies are admirably 
synthesized in the prize picture. In no sense behind him in the 
personal use of color is Wray Manning, whose “The Untold 
Want, by Life and Land Ne’er Granted,” different in its color 
application from that of Gaertner yet equally sensitive to the 
qualities of the medium, was given second prize. The mood of 
the third prize, “Collinwood Scene,” by Kenneth A. Wood, 
affords an objective contrast to the foregoing. William C. 
Grauer and Harold Kitner received honorable mentions. 

The second class, PORTRAIT, is an exacting one, for not only 
must the likeness in a portrait be good, but the picture must 
possess an interest beyond the interpretation of the sitter’s 
character. The Jury granted a special award to Wray Manning’s 
outstanding canvas, “Joyce,” delightful in its restraint, in its 
colors, rose, pinks, gray-greens, and in its unusual diagonal 
composition. Also highly successful is the first-prize canvas by 
Eileen B. Ingalls, “Eve Growing Up,” a winsome portrait of the 
artist’s daughter, personal in its presentation and attractive in 
the veracity of its color, especially that of the plaid dress. The 
second prize was given to Hazel Janicki Teyral for “Self- 
Portrait” in tempera, an interesting contrast to the first two 
paintings, technique and presentation suggestive of the early 
Italian or Flemish. To Pvt. Dean W. Ellis went a third prize for 
“Portrait of Perle,” and to Edmund Brucker an honorable 
mention for ““Bo-Jangles.” 

This year the Jury were especially impressed by the imagina- 
tive range in the class FIGURE composition, the high degree of 
versatility, and the interest in compositional structure. The 
three pictures of the first-prize group, “The Letter,” “Expul- 
sion,” and “Mexican Labyrinth,” painted by Bernard Pfriem, 
are searching in their sensitive color schemes and penetrating in 
their analysis. In sheer painter’s craft they are excellent and 
offer promise of much to come. A real achievement is the second 
prize, “Dummies,” by Hazel Janicki Teyral; a sharp contrast 
to the first prize, it presents a bright note, translucent in its 
pure tempera colors. The third prize, Wray Manning’s “Johnny 
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Appleseed,” fabulous character of frontier life, again strikes the 
somber note of the first prize. An honorable mention in this 
class went to Paul B. Travis for a richly painted picture, 
“Congo Women.” 

OIL PAINTING, STILL LIFE, like FIGURE COMPOSITION, has its 
quota of fine material. The varied technical virtuosity is no 
better exemplified than in the first and second awards: Pvt. 
John Teyral’s “The Blue Kite” and Rolf Stoll’s “Rhododen- 
dron and Weigela.” The first, with its sensitively arranged 
color and fullness of pigment, gives the observer a sensation of 
texture, almost like that of a fabric; whereas the smooth sub- 
tlety of the paints in Stoll’s spring still-life suggests the charac- 
ter of foliage itself and flower petals. An excellent third prize 
was Edmund Brucker’s “The Yellow Cloth.” Two honorable 
mentions, well-deserved, went to Carl Gaertner and Wray 
Manning, respectively. 

The class of MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING contributed 
some interesting work. The first prize was given to Jack J. 
Kurtz for a group of two, the imaginative and poetic “Isle of 
Spring” and “Forest Maiden”; the second, to Dolores L. 
Luckay for “Mexicano, Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4.” Honorable mentions 
were awarded Ada Bel Beckwith and Kenneth Bruce Ives. 

In the pastet class an honorable mention was awarded: to 
Miriam S. Smith for “Time and Music.” 

A high level of attainment is nowhere more noticeable than 
in the class of WATER coLor. Because of the large size of the 
class, the awards were numerous. Wray Manning won first 
prize for “The Commonplace I Sing” and “For This We 
Fight.” Woldemar Neufeld received second for a group of three 
water colors, “New Arrival,” “Corn in the Rain,” and “Teasel 
and Wild Asters.” Cpl. Martin Linsey, venturing upon new 
material, was the winner of the third award for “Lyford’s Cay, 
New Providence Island” and ‘“‘Cheroki Sound Schooner.” Well 
merited honorable mentions went to a long list of artists: 
Lawrence Blazey, Jack M. Burton, Carl Gaertner, Sgt. John 
Paul Miller, James Edward Peck, Cyril Jean Rose, and Frank 
N. Wilcox. 

The class of ILLUSTRATION produced a number of interesting 
things for which the Jury granted prizes as follows: to Frederick 
Kirk Russell a special award for a group of five; to 2nd Lt. 
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William E. Scheele a first for a group of two, ““Kangaroo Rat” 
and ‘“‘Accotink Eagle,” both excellent studies for natural his- 
tory; a second to Kae Dorn Cass for ““Ruby’s ‘Barbeque’”’; and 
a third to Z. Virginia Filson for “‘Artist’s Pup, No. 1.” 

A special award in FREEHAND DRAWING was presented to 
William Sommer for “Nude, No. 2,” in which he has again 
demonstrated his mastery of line. Bernard Pfriem did a series of 
three Mexican drawings in red chalk on green paper, for which 
he received a first prize. Z. Virginia Filson won a second prize 
for a group of four drawings of animals, showing not only a 
well-founded knowledge of animal anatomy but a distinctive 
feeling for design. Lt. (j.g.) Samuel Bookatz received the third 
award for three well-rendered drawings of heads. 

In the print classes the small number of entries is disappoint- 
ing when previously so many fine examples in ETCHING AND 
OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES and LITHOGRAPHY have appeared. 
For this reason no awards were given. The bright spot of the 
PRINT classes, however, is the class RELIEF CUTS, ETC. There 
were more entries, and the Jury felt a different spirit and inter- 
est; and therefore awarded a first prize to Woldemar Neufeld 
for a color woodblock impression, “Chardon in Winter,” and 
a second prize to Lenor Betterley Bruehler, another veteran 
maker of woodblocks, for her “Mrs. Reynard’s Responsibil- 
ities.” The third prize went to Kate Neufeld for “Stormy 
Weather,” and honorable mentions to John E. Billmyer, Mary 
Phillips Cunningham, and Joseph Haber. HENRY S. FRANCIS 


The class of scuULPTURE IN woop was regrettably small, there 
being only one entry, that by Sol A. Bauer, “Dance Group, 
Graham Version”; but that single piece was so fine that the 
Jury broke all normal rules to give it a special award. Beauti- 
fully composed in the round, unmistakably thought through 
in the terms of the material of which it is made, technically 
accomplished, it well deserved this very special recognition. In 
SCULPTURE IN BRONZE OR MARBLE, the first prize was given to 
Walter A. Sinz for a monumentally conceived figure, “When the 
Lights Go On Again.” Like Bauer, Sinz has presented his piece 
in finished form, the material, cast stone, adding markedly to 
its effect. While obviously bronze is unavailable for the dura- 
tion, it is pleasant to see other permanent materials used so 
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well. Second prize went to Caroline Pickands Richard’s “Father 
and Child.” 

CERAMIC SCULPTURE was notably smaller as a class. The 
first-prize group, Viktor Schreckengost’s “O Lord, Please Take 
Away the Darkness” and “Buffalo” were marked by a welcome 
simplicity and sincere directness, qualities as essentially adapted 
to expression in the ceramic material as is the frivolous. Well 
felt in the round were the two pieces by Edris Eckhardt, given 
second. Yetta Rosenberg’s gay “Bacchus and Ariadne” took third. 

The class of PoTTERY was one in which both numbers and 
quality remained stable. In fact, the quality has seldom, if ever, 
been so high throughout the entire section. Charles Francis 
Mosgo’s first-prize group of five pieces and a set, well potted, 
tastefully glazed, varied in approach, reticent yet forceful, are 
worthy of the best traditions of Cleveland pottery. The second- 
award group by Esther M. Sills showed no less competence, 
taste, and ability. In fact, the first- and second-prize groups, 
together with the third-prize bowls of Alice A. Ayars, beautiful 
in their glazes and color choices, are clear evidence of why 
Cleveland has won a primacy in American ceramics. William 
H. Blair, Mrs. A. R. Dyer, Olga M. Gast, Harold Wesley Hun- 
sicker, and Richard T. Seliskar were given well-deserved honor- 
able mentions. 

The JEWELRY prizes went first, to Raymond T. Weiser, 
Craftsman, and Norman F. Dellert, Designer, for a group of 
two pieces; second, to Frederick Gast for a group of five; third, 
to Ruth M. Erickson for the same number of pieces. In addi- 
tion, Mary Alice Brooks and Jean Riddell Moodey were given 
honorable mentions. The prizes show taste, competence, and 
good design. 

The ENAMELING class was sharply reduced in numbers, but, 
as in POTTERY, Cleveland standards were splendidly sustained. 
Quite outstanding were the two awards: a special prize to 
Charles Bartley Jeffery for six pieces; and a first prize to 
Kenneth Francis Bates for five. In both groups, exquisitely con- 
ceived and executed ecclesiastical pieces carry on the centuries 
of tradition in the employment of enamel for the more precious 
objects of churchly use. Particularly fine are Jeffery’s pax and 
pyx, free and untraditional in design, with a beautiful use of 
translucent enamel on gold. As distinguished, and with a similar 
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freedom from traditional bonds were the wall font of Kenneth 
Francis Bates and his pyx, the latter with most effective use of 
symbolic color and design. The “Mimosa and Lotus” plate by 
this artist, and his very different tray, “Fruit of the Orchard,” 
show delightfully varied treatment. 

MetTa.work classes were inevitably affected by priorities. 
The only award in these groups was in METALWORK OTHER THAN 
SILVER AND IRON. Here a special award was given to John S. 
Selby for a beautifully executed and tasteful group of four 
pieces in pewter. Particularly effective was the use of enamel 
with the metal in the two cigarette boxes. 

There has been a happy increase in the number of entries 
in WEAVING. The three prizes in this class, awarded to Sara 
Mattsson Anliot, Virginia Nepodal, and Ruth M. Erickson, 
respectively, comprised objects showing unusual application 
of techniques or interesting use of color, which took them away 
from the commonplace. 

The pHoToGRapnHy classes were decidedly reduced in num- 
bers. Direct realization of subject material won the first award 
for two prints by Edward B. Noel in PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE 
AND MISCELLANEOUS. The second-prize group of Carl W. Eysen- 
bach was a complete contrast, and its more romantic approach 
was evidenced to an even greater degree in the exquisite third- 
prize group of Geoffrey Landesman, photographs beautiful in 
texture and in their closely held and reticent mood. Three men- 
tions went to Alvina Baltrukonis, Lewis D. Jones, and Julius 
Kratovil, respectively. 

In PHOTOGRAPHY, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE, Lauretta Shafer’s 
“The Take Off,”a brilliantly effective, three-dimensional design, 
was rated first, and Jules Duke’s “Sunday Best” was given a 
second. Four honorable mentions went to Henry P. Boynton, 
Betty King, Geoffrey Landesman, and Edward B. Noel, 
respectively.
